How It Is Forced From Great Depths 


In Louisiana by Means of 


Hot Water. 


'Within recent years5Sicily, so long 


famous for its exportation of sulphur, 
has suffered from the competition o( 
the United States. In Sicily sulphui 
Is minefl.in the solid form. At Lake 
Charles, La., near the Gulf of Mexico, 
a little over 200 miles from New Or-' 
leims,' sulphur is obtained from deep 
deposits in the form of a liquid. 


Wells driven to a depth of GOO feet 


In search of petroleum revealed in- 
stead a rich deposit of sulphur. To 
obtain the mineral hollow tubes were 
driven into the earth. Each sulphur 
well consists of three tubes, one with 
n another. 
Through the outer tijbc 


hot water is forced down, and it is- 
sues through perforations near the 
bottom. 
Through the central tnbe 


j hot air is driven a little lower than 
the points where the hot water es- 
capes. 
Through this third tube, in- 
1 


closed between the other two, the li- 
quid sulphur, dissolved by the water, 
rises to the surface under the com- 
bined influence of the pressure of the 
column of water and impulsion of the 
rising air. The liquid sulphur is led 
into wooden reservoirs, where it cools 
and hardens.

Scientific Faot Not Known to All— 


Acuteness of Hearing Among the 


Lower Anlmali. 


It is very difficult to make some par- 


sons believe that nothing can move 
without making a sound, although It 
may seem to he absolute sllenco to 
them. Everything that moves \ dis- 
turbs tho air around it and sets up a 
kind of wave motion 
that 
spreads 


through the atmosphere in all direc- 
tions. When these wave motions aro 
strong enough a sound is heard. That 
nothing is heard is no evidence that 
there is no sound, for other" living 
things may hear* what men cannot. 


The motion that is started in the 


air when anything vibrates or moves 
suddenly has often been compared to 
the motion of the surface of still wa-:i 
ter when we drop a pebble into a 
pond: But there is this great differ-, 
ence. The eye can see the wave made I 
by the smallest glass bead you .can 
Una, but tho ear is not nearly so sen- 
sitive, and unless the waves are pret- 
ty high in the atmosphere the human 
ear cauiiot detect them as sound. 


The lower, animals and birds have 


much better ears than human beings 
A dog will prick up its ears at tho 
sound of its master's voice, or a Jalnt 
whistle, when it'is an astonishing dis- 
tance off. A man in Baltimore put .his 
head out of the window and called his 
dog Jack, which he thought was chas- 
ing cats In the grounds of the blind 
asylum opposite.

he layman if he could grasp their 
meaning; but it has also, for his 
amusement, its tales of the amazing 
misinterpretations of medical dlrec 
ions by the unsophisticated patients, 
chiefly of Irish and German nativity. 
The church and the law, the arts and 
)ie sciences all have this double form 
ot humor. No doubt even the under- 
a'ker's shop has its fund of anecdote. 
One willingly takes it for granted. 


The body of humor keeps close step 


with progress and development in all 
he professions, trades and industries. 
The humorous columns of their or. 
;ans are there to prove it. No doubt 
aviation has already developed a fund 
of technical anecdotes of its own.
